| So far Legislation Regulating the 
Hours of Work Has Been 


Provincial Affair 


OTTAWA, Dec. 2.—Within the next 
few days, it is expected, the cabinet 
jcouncil (will conaider action be 
taken as a result of the conventions 
And recommendations adopted by the 
International labor conference. of 
prime importance, so far as the do- 
minion is concerned, is the convention, 
for an elght-hour day and 48-hour 
week. To this convention, the Cana- 
dian governtnent delegates gave their 
assent. Eventually, {t will be submitt- 
ed to the dominion government, aa 
well as to the other forty or s0 gov- 
ernments renresented at the confer- 
enee, for ratification, 

Tt is'here that the diMflcutty lies. So 
far, it has been assumed that legisla- 
tion to regulate hours of work lies 
exclusively within the jurisdiction of 
the provinc'al legis'atures. But what 
the exact position in the matter is, 
there !s some doubt. It is considered 
probable that the upshot will be re- 
jference of the whole question of jur- 
tection to the supreme court of 
Canada for a definite ruling. Such 
\@ course, at any rate, apparently finds 
considerable favor. 

Should the supreme court find that 
e‘cht-hour day legislation Nes within 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the pro- 
vinces, the terms of the convention 
would no doubt be referred as re- 
commendations to the provincia] gov- 
ernments, There is, tn fact, a speciai 
clause in the peace treaty to meet the

tion.” In such a case the treaty pro- 


vides, “it shall be in the discretion 
of that government (the governument 
of the federal state) to treat a draft 
convention to which such limitations 
japply as * recommendation only.”

Nesidents of City Can Be Vacci- 
nated Free of Charge 


The officials of the provincial 
health department have of late been 
seriously cons dering the question of 
the probable outbreak of smallpox 
in ths province. In the City of To- 
ronto the provincial med cal health 
officer some time ago ordered that 
all residents of the city siould be 
immediately vacc'nated. There le Aa 
reported outbreak in the south- 
eastern part of the province of Sask- 
atchewan, 

The provincial board of health is 
issuing orders to all municipalities, 
if they have not appointed a medical 
health officer to immediately do go. 

The government has dec'ded to 
furnish vace'ne to all medical health 
officers, requesting the same, at actu. 


al cost There is at present a supply 
in the provine'al laboratory, and a 
heavy order has recently gone for- 


}ward to the provincial laboratory in 
Toronto for a supply of especially and 
carefully prepared vaccine for vac- 
cination purposes in this province. 

The residents of the Cities of Cal- 
gary, Edmonton, Lethbridge, and 
Med'cine Hat are being vaccinated 
free of charge by the medical health 
officers, specialists, and school phys- 
iclans. The provincial board = of 
health strongly recommends the vac- 
cination of all citizens of the pro- 
vince who have not been recently vac- 
jcinated. Taking thiv precaustion im- 
|med'ately will in all probabil'ty avoid 
the necess'ty of quarantining many 
towns and districts later.

of the country was perhaps the big 
gest element in the success of the 
movement as @ whole, as it was from 
the suburban districts of the province 
that the towns and cities recruited 
their population. If the people from 
these places came to the towns and 
cities imbued with Christian princ!ples 
they would be a powerful factor for 
a clean Christian ruled city and the 
spiritual guardians of thousands of 
homes. . 

In the spirited and highly educa- 
tlonal address, ‘The Call of China” 
delivered by the Scotch missionary of 
fHionan, Rey. G. M. Ross Edmonton- 
jians were acquainted with facts of 
the great .yelow race which dispell 
the idea that the Chinese are a sleepy, 
unenterprizing, poverty stricken na- 
tion of lazy lotus eaters, Rev, Mr. 
Ross declared that through fitteen 
years of his life spent among the 
Chinege, he was in a position to dis- 
countenance the wrong ideas scatter- 
ed broadcast about ‘China through 
casual visitors who had touched a 
few of the big centres in a week s visit 
and started to promulgate erroneous 
history of the great celestial empire 
ot Asia, “China hap the oldest civill- 
zation of the earth,"is the most popul- 
ous nation with ‘ts 400,000,000 people, 
more people than in the whole of 
Europe or India and Japan put to- 
gether,” stated Rev. Ross, 

“These virile people, the most virile 
of the world, are rapidly becoming 
westernized, They have dropped their 
superstition, their almost universal ad- 
herence to Confucius and are seeking 
to modernize their country in every 
possible way without further loss of 
time. 

I spent two years in France with 
a Chinese labor battalion and I have 
seen these men do tasks that have not 
been equalled y ithe {best of the 
whites. Do not judge the physical 
ability of China by the Chinese laun- 
dry men of your city. These are tru- 
ly but small men, but the thousands 
from northern China on the French 
western front came from a type which 
will yet surprise the world, Then to 
think that in China there are mil- 
lions of fine physical men who have 
imbibed the arts of modern warfzre 
along with other modern teaching in 
science, and every known profession. 

Now, when they ask for Christian 
teaching, give it to them. Then when 
they are fully alive to their immense 
strength and possibilities you will have 
sown the seed of Christ'an brother- 
hood that will make them a great 
help and amicable neighbors to the 
world. 

“Are you aware that there are tens 
of thousands of the Chinese in Russia 
fighting for the Bolshevists. Why are 
they there? Because autocratic and 
oppressive government ruled in China 
for centuries, in cruelty and injustice 
to the people. There is a strong mili- 
tarist party in China today that is 
only waiting to seize the reigns of 
power to make the war just closed 
look like a back yard scramble.” 

“They have not forgotten the humi- 
llating injustice of the opium traffic 
carried on to our shame by the Brit- 
ish The reform party in China re- 
cently seized 12,000 pounds of opium 
from India worth $25,000,000 burn- 
ing it in a bonfire in a big public 
6quare of Shanghai. They are de- 
termined that foreign influence will 
only be for their advancement and 
good and if you do not seek to instill 
the Christian principles in their lives 
by precept and teaching, then you are 
but dallying with a dangerous torch 
which may again light the world in 
a ho’acoust of warfare.” 

“The Chinese are now asking for 
Christianity," declared Rev. Ross 
“Their business men, men who own 
b'g departmental stores in Shanghai, 
Canton and other populous centres 
even employ ministers of Christian 
teaching to every one in their employ. 
This great real interest in the Christ- 
fan religion has never been so exhibit- 
ed hy the big business men of our 
supposedly Christian country, Canada, 
or 'n the States."’ Continuing he said, 
“We want men out there who are not 
looking to the Chinese Mission Field as 
but a step In their professional career, 
Men of that avowed principle or sec- 
ret aim are of no use to that great 
‘and whatever. What pleases me 
is to see of late years that 


the growing of Chinese Christian is 


an indiginous action now, not exo- 
geness. They are building it, from 
their own desire, their own interest, 
their own finances, and their own will 
One Chinaman of my city there gave 
,$12,000 toward a church building 
fund because he did not want a for- 
eign dollar in the bullding of a 
Chinese (Chrisian church, Forty- 


five Chinese students in the best col-
